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Bulger Elected as New UMass President

Trustees has chosen Senator William Bulger, 61, 
to be the new president of the entire University of 
Massachusetts system, which includes all five 
UMass campuses. 

“I think he’s the type of person we need 
for the job,” said Brian Andriolo of SGA. 
Andriole also served on the search committee for 
the new president and voted for Senator Bulger. 
“We need someone to give UMass the visibility it 
needs,” he said. 

Senator Bulger has been president of the 
Massachusetts State Senate since 1978 and was a 
state representative from 1961 to 1970. He has 
served as the Senate president from 1978 to the 
present. He also holds several degrees from area 
Massachusetts colleges and universities.

Senator Bulger will be 
responsible for the UMass sys¬ 
tem, including Lowell, Amherst, 
Dartmouth, Boston and the med¬ 
ical school in Worcester. “Bulger 
is the head of the whole thing,” 
said Dr. Robert Innis, philosophy 
professor at UMass Lowell. “He 
is the ultimate authority to which 
all chancellors will answer.” 

Dr. Innis describes him¬ 
self as a “very active participant 
in university life. I’m very con¬ 
cerned with having professionals 
run our university,” he said. 

Senator Bulger will be 
replacing Michael Hooker, who 
announced his resignation last 
May.

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Steam Pipe Repairs Underway on 
South Campus

If you’ve been on South 
Campus during the past two 
weeks, you’ve probably noticed 
the roadwork on Broadway Street 
in front of Cobum and Mahoney 


Halls. This work is being done to 
repair several leaks in the under¬ 
ground steam pipes that provide 
heat, hot water, and air condition¬ 
ing for South Campus. 

According to Mark 
Malkasian, facilities manager at 
UML, and James Rayner, repair 
designer and chief engineer for 


South Campus, these repairs are 
designed to hold until the entire 
3200-linear-foot system can be 
replaced, “hopefully two winters 
from now.” The stopgap repairs 
were started after potential leak 
sites were discovered through the 
use of thermography, a method of 
detecting underground heat using 


infrared equipment. According to 
Rayner, seven of the sites didn’t 
require excavation. Among the 
leaks that were unearthed, two 
were considered to be major 
leaks. Rayner said that “one was 
the size of a golf ball,” while 
another consisted of “2 1/2-inch 
splits resulting from a bad weld at 
the time the pipes were originally 
installed.” The rest of the leaks 
were minor leaks, both on 
Broadway St. and in front of 
Durgin Hall. 

The leaks are attributed 
to the age of the pipes, which in 
the case of the worst leak is 32 
years; and corrosion from the 
steam, which caused spots on the 
protective outer casing of the 
pipes to rust. Rayner said that the 
steam contains a lot of carbon 
dioxide. When the steam cools 
rapidly, it forms an acid which 
eats away at the pipes. 

Malkasian said that the 
project to replace the existing 
system has been partially 
designed, is estimated to cost 
$1.2 million, and will take 
approximately six months to 
complete. The price tag on the 
newly completed repair work was 
$169,000. 

Malkasian stated that the 
funding for the repairs and even¬ 
tual system replacement comes 


from a $7 million bond secured 
through the UMass Building 
Authority, located at UMass 
Amherst. Malkasian and Rayner 
added that funding for other pro¬ 
jects, such as the $125,000 roof 
replacement at Cumnock Hall, 
and repairs to the 200-ton air con¬ 
ditioning chiller and replacement 
of the cooling tower on top of 
Lydon Library came from this 
bond also. 

When asked if the famil¬ 
iar steam geysers that are seen 
coming from the manhole covers 
during the winter months will be 
gone, Rayner said that they most 
likely will disappear now that the 
repairs are done. 
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UI STUDENT FACES 
CHARGES AFTER AIDING 
ROOMMATE

IOWA CITY, Iowa- A University of 
Iowa junior who helped cover for his 
roommate during a faked suicide 
attempt has been charged with mak¬ 
ing false reports to a law enforcement 
agency. 

It all started when Robert 
Kooima, 21, reported to police Oct. 
26 that his roommate, Kevin Michael 
Joyce, Jr., missing. 

Later that day, Kooima 
gave police a suicide note which indi¬ 
cated Joyce had jumped into the near¬ 
by Iowa River, said Capt. Pepke of 
UI Public Safety. Joyce’s wallet and 
bag had been found along the river’s 
banks. 

Two days later, Joyce tele¬ 
phoned his parents that he was alive. 
The phone call ended a search of the 
river for Joyce’s body, but launched 
problems for Kooima. 

Joyce, who faces no crimi¬ 
nal charges, told police about his 
phony suicide scheme and that 
Kooima played a part in it. 

Police said that Kooima 
admitted that he knew all along that 
Joyce was alive. Kooima said that 
although Joyce had told him about 
the plan for the faked suicide the 
morning of his disappearance, he did 
not believe he would actually go 
through with it. 

The two have not spoken 
since the incident. 

“We were best friends.” 
Kooima said. 

Kooima faces trial on Jan. 

19, 1996.

BOULDER, Co.- It’s a bird. It’s a 
plane. No... it’s a gigantic latex con¬ 
dom in the sky. 

The 60-by-20-foot Sheik 
condom package was scheduled to 
fly over University of Colorado- 
Boulder’s stadium during its home¬ 
coming football game. But luckily 
for UC-Boulder administrators, who 
weren’t thrilled by the prospect of a 
giant condom floating by the stadi¬ 
um, the pilot couldn’t get it up. 

“It was airborne five miles 
toward the stadium, but the pilot 
couldn’t control it, or the plane,” 
because of the downdraft from the 
mountains, said Don Mathews, 
owner of Banner Advertising in 
Denver. “So he (let it go) in the drop 
zone.” 

The oversized condom 
package - trailed by a banner with the 
message “Get Some” - “floated gen¬ 
tly to earth,” Mathews said. 

The UC administration is 
considering talking to the Federal 
Aviation Administration about the 
safety of flyby advertisements. 

“Just in general,” said 
Dave Platy, athletic media spokes¬ 
men. “(Planes) might have to fly just 
a couple hundred feet farther from 
the stadium. They scare people.” 

But UC administrators, cit¬ 
ing First Amendment issues, 
announced before the game that they 
were reluctant to try to stop the 
advertiser. 

The condom ad is sched¬ 
uled to fly over several more football 
games this season, but not in Boulder, 
said Platy. 

“It was our last home 
game, so...”

WEA THER PROCEDURES 
The advent of Collective Bargaining 
Agreements and other new personnel 
policies have precluded the autho¬ 
rization of skeleton forces with one 
exception- adverse and extreme 
weather conditions. In case of 
extreme heat, snow, or ice storms, 
the decision to authorize a force will 
be left to the Chancellor of each 
campus (Chancellor, UMass, 

Lowell) or his designee. 

EXT REME HEAT 
No skeleton force should be autho¬ 
rized until 1:00 PM on the second 
subsequent work day in a series of 
consecutive work days when the 
official outside air temperature 
exceeds 95 degrees. Among the fac¬ 
tors to be considered are the avail¬ 
ability of air conditioning and indoor 
versus outdoor work. The final deci¬ 
sion rests with the agency head 
(Chancellor, UMass Lowell). Past 
practice in these matters will be hon¬ 
ored. 

SNQW and ice storms 

Often a storm affects only part of the 
State. Skeleton force authorization 
should be limited to the geographical 
area and agencies, facilities, and 
institutions concerned. The presence 
of mass transportation, other private 
agency closings, and car pools are 
among the items considered when 
declaring a skeleton force. 

Employees should not call the 
Governor’s Office, the Executive 
Office for Administration and 
Finance, or the State Department of 
Personnel Administration for infor¬ 
mation on possible skeleton force 
administration. The decision rests 
with the agency head (Chancellor, 
UMass Lowell).

As a part of Cardboard City, 
the members of the fraternity got 
pledges from local businesses. In 
exchange for the pledges, the stu¬ 
dents slept outside in front of 
Smith Hall with only cardboard 
boxes to shelter them. During 
this year’s event, the evening was 
freezing and fraternity members 
were adorned in hats and gloves, 
with a fire roaring in a nearby 
trash can. 

Steve Hare, director of 
Cardboard City, said, “This is our 
fifth annual Cardboard City and 
we really enjoy giving something 
back to the community. . . . 
Channel 6 came by to interview 


us and some lady even brought by 
clothes to donate to Middlesex 
Shelter.” 

Hare was hoping that 
$2000 would be raised by the end 
of the long night. 

On November 29 the 
Sigma Tau Gamma Fraternity 
raised over $1000 at the Dubliner 
for Project Santa. Fraternity 
members distributed raffle tickets 
at the door of the downtown 
Lowell pub in exchange for a 
$5.00 cover charge. According to 
Eric Casimiro, member of the 
Sigma Tau Gamma Fraternity, 
prizes were donated by area busi¬ 
nesses. Another raffle to benefit 
Project Santa is in the works , 
along with a canned-goods drive 
for the homeless. 

Casimiro said that, 
regarding fraternities, “everyone 
assumes that we’re like Animal 
House , but we’re not.” The 
brothers of Sigma Tau Gamma 
fraternity “participate heavily in 
intramural sports.” They also go 
on retreats, participate in team¬ 
building sports, and attend con¬ 
claves, where fraternity brothers 
attend workshops on such topics 
as leadership and how to manage 
funds. 


According to Casimiro, 
Sigma Tau Gamma is a nationally 
recognized fraternity, a difficult 
status to attain “because most fra¬ 
ternities that are nationally recog¬ 
nized have to be recognized by 
the school.” Casimiro said that in 
order to be a member, a brother 
must maintain at least a 2.0 grade 
point average, and the only way 
that national fraternity organiza¬ 
tions can monitor grades is 
through schools. Casimiro 
declared that Lowell’s chapter of 
Sigma Tau Gamma is an excep¬ 
tion, having been recognized 
despite UML’s snub. 

Casimiro added that 
schools with fraternities have 
higher male graduation rates than 
schools without fraternities. 33% 
of men attending schools without 
fraternities graduate. In contrast, 
65% of men attending schools 
with nationally recognized frater¬ 
nities graduate. He concluded by 
saying that 76% of our nation’s 
senators belonged to fraternities.

Rediscovering UML Campus Radio

Looking back at 
WJUL’s history, it’s easy to see 
how much the station has grown. 
1952 marked the first year of 
college radio in this school. 

Some engineering students want¬ 
ed to have a station that would 
broadcast music and information 
to the student body. Using most¬ 
ly their own equipment, they 
teamed up with some faculty of 
what was then the Lowell 
Technical Institute. They used 
the call letters WLTI and operat¬ 
ed on 650 AM. Their studios 
were first located on the third 
floor of Kitson Hall. They main¬ 
ly broadcast to the residents of 
Eames and Smith Halls, but 
could be heard about 1/2 mile up 
the Merrimack River. 

When FM radio became 
widely used, the station moved 
to its current frequency, 91.5 
FM. As the college continued to 


expand, WJUL did too. After 
Lowell Tech, merged with 
Lowell State College, WLTI’s 
call letters changed to WJUL. 
The studios moved to the space 
they currently occupy in the 
basement of Lydon Library. The 
antenna was also relocated to the 
top of Fox Hall. They now 
broadcast at 1400 watts to a 
potential audience of over 2 mil¬ 
lion. 

The WJUL staff 
believes strongly in program¬ 
ming variety, and even more 
strongly in noncommercialism. 
They pledge to stay true to that 
policy for as long as they are a 
station. WJUL shies away from 
music played on commercial 
radio and TV stations, such as 
WFNX, WBCN, and of course, 
MTV. There are a lot of great 
bands out there that haven’t been 
"discovered” yet, and the first 
step for most of them is to pro¬ 
mote themselves on college 
radio. Many of the bands WJUL 
has supported have made it big. 


including Offspring, Smashing 
Pumpkins, and REM. 

Looking at the fall pro¬ 
gram schedule, you might notice 
that WJUL presents a variety of 
shows. Their programming 
attracts different types of audi¬ 
ences. Their musical library 
includes all styles, and it’s con¬ 
stantly growing. In addition, 
each DJ adds a special touch to 
make his or her own show 
unique. 

At 7:00 AM every 
weekday, WJUL presents the 
Massachusetts Talking 
Information Center (TIC) news¬ 
reading service. This provides 
news and information for the 
blind. The local and national 
news airs first, followed by 
material read from national mag¬ 
azines on a variety of topics. 

In the past, WJUL has 
presented special programs. One 
of these is the airing of UMass 
Lowell games. These include 
hockey, basketball, and football, 
both home and away. Another 


one of their special features is 
live broadcasts. Whenever pos¬ 
sible, they broadcast live from 
events on campus or in the 
immediate listening area, like 
Spring Carnival, the Lowell Folk 
Festival, and block parties at Fox 
Hall. 

As another service to 
their listeners, WJUL presents 
the concert report every evening 
at 6:30 PM and 10:30 PM. This 
is a listing of concerts and other 
happenings in the WJUL listen¬ 
ing area, and sometimes includes 
CD and concert-ticket give¬ 
aways. 

WJUL serves the com¬ 
munity through public service 
announcements received from 
national, local, and campus lev¬ 
els. Some are informational and 
others are announcements of fes¬ 
tivals, club meetings, lectures, 
etc., from both on- and off-cam¬ 
pus clubs. Most organizations 
find that getting their announce¬ 
ments read on college radio is a 
great way to advertise. 


Some departments that 
aid the station behind the scenes 
are the engineering and produc¬ 
tion departments. The engineer¬ 
ing department does everything 
from repairs in the station to 
assistance with special programs. 
A new production studios cur¬ 
rently being built. 

For over 40 years, 
WJUL has been successfully 
serving the public in many ways. 
All aspects of the station have 
proved to be rewarding. WJUL 
is looking for new members, and 
being active in a college radio 
station provides good experience 
if you choose to work profes¬ 
sionally in the music or radio 
industry. Some of WJUL’s 
alumni have gone on to work at 
commercial stations such as 
WBCN and WAAF. Even if 
you’re not interested in working 
in those fields, the memories and 
experience of working in a col¬ 
lege radio station can’t be beat¬ 
en. 


Casino Pays Off Big; 
American President 
Shows Lemons

Casino 

Starring - Robert De Niro, Joe 
Pesci, Sharon Stone, Don Rickies 
Rated R - graphic violence, some 
sexuality, language 

Director Martin 
Scorsese has never had a prob¬ 
lem showing the true backbone 
of the Mafia. 1973’s Mean 
Streets contrasted with 
Coppolla’s The Godfather by 
showing the hands-on and dirtier 
side of the mob’s everyday street 
thugs. 1990’s Goodfellas 
showed just how powerful a 
mafioso movie could get, and 
Scorsese scores again with the 
three-hour-long Casino. 

Ace (De Niro) is one of 
the best bookies the Kansas City 
mob has ever seen. After prov¬ 
ing himself time and time again, 
he is hired to run a legitimate 
casino in Las Vegas. He makes 
a bundle for the mob very quick¬ 
ly without compromising his 
own principles. His old pal from 
"back home,” Nicky Santoro 
(Pesci), is a no-BS, maniacal hit 
man who is sent to keep things 
in line and soon lets all that 
power go to his head (and fists). 
In the meantime, Ace falls for a 
slick hooker, Ginger McKenna 
(Stone), who complicates his 
already hectic occupation. 

De Niro is at his best, 
as is Pesci. Stone is given her 
most ambitious role to date, and 
she is convincing until her char¬ 
acter falls into one of her drunk¬ 
en stupors. 


Yes, the violence is 
graphic. Nicky goes nuts on a 
jugular with a pen, and the base¬ 
ball-bat beating near the end is 
brutal. Many critics walked out 
during those scenes when Casino 
premiered in New York, but 
they’re necessary for Scorsese to 
get his point across: the Mafia 
life isn’t all fun, games and 
dinero.

Last Friday night at 
Northeastern University, the 
Riverhawks pulled off a 2-1 win 
in the Huskies’ newly enlarged 
ice arena. The ice itself was also 
enlarged to acommodate official 
Olympic regulations. In the first 
period. Northeastern scored one 
goal and outshot Lowell 10-0. It 
was during the second period that 
Lowell shined, led by this sea¬ 
son’s most productive line: Jeff 
Daw, Brendan Concannon, and 
Neil Donavan, who combined for 
two goals. The first goal came off 
the stick of Concannon and the 
second goal from Jeff Daw on a 
power play. No scoring occurred 
in the third period, when penalties 
got the best of both teams due to 
the general physical agressivness. 
As the final tick came off the 
clock and the horn sounded the 
end a fight broke out, though no 
penalties resulted. 

Saturday night at Tully 
Forum, the Riverhawks proved 
that the previous night’s perfor¬ 
mance was no fluke, defeating the 
Huskies with a score of 4 to 2. 
There was no scoring in the first 
period. The rough play carried 
over from Friday night’s 


encounter, including penalties. 
Lowell managed to kill off three 
different penalties acquired by 
Ryan Golden, Jon Mahoney, and 
Ed Campbell. Despite the poor 
luck of his teammates, Martin 
Fillion did an excellent job 
defending the Riverhawk goal 
against the Huskies who outshot 
Lowell 12-9 in the first. 

The number of shots 
reached 16-7 in favor of Lowell 
in the second period when the 
Huskies got a lucky goal, break¬ 
ing the scoring silence. Less than 
a minute later the Riverhawks 
responded, as Dave Dartch’s took 
a pass from Jon Mahoneyand 
made a shot that found its way 
past the Northeastern goalie. NU 
then tallied four additional penal¬ 
ties, one a bench minor for too 
many men on the ice that carried 
over to the third period. 

As the NU penalty 
expired, Lowell’s Shannon 
Basaraba put one away, thanks to 
an excellent feed from teammate 
Bill Riga. Northeastern killed off 
an interference call and tried to 
take advantage when Fillion was 
called for tripping, leaving 
Lowell shorthanded. But before 
long, Basaraba intercepted a 
Northeastern pass for a clean 
breakaway, smoked the goalie 
and singlehandely scored a stellar 


shorthanded goal putting the 
Riverhawks on top 4-3. 

As the clock ran down to 
one minute left in regulation, the 
Huskies pulled their goaltender to 
put 5 attackers on the ice against 
Lowell’s four. Northeastern’s 
offensive strategies fell short 
when Lowell’s Ed Campbell took 


charge of the momentum, passing 
the puck to Neil Donavan at cen¬ 
ter ice. Donavan did not have a 
clear shot to the net, and instead 
used the boards to his advantage, 
banking a shot into the empty net. 
This was another shorthanded 
goal for Lowell and was the nail 
in the coffin for Northeastern as

In football, No. 1 Nebraska wrapped up its third consecutive undefeated regular season with a trip to the Fiesta Bowl to play for the national championship. The 
Comhuskers’ (11-0, 7-0 Big Eight) Quarterback Tommie Frazier tightened up the Heisman Trophy race with Ohio State tailback Eddie George, when Frazier led Nebraska to 
the first shutout against Oklahoma State since 1942. Frazier is also the winner of the 1995 Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award.

For the third straight year the UMass Amherst basketball team has defeated a No. 1 ranked team. Marcus Camby, a 6-foot-11 junior, had 32 points and five blocked 
shots, and ripped down nine rebounds to lead the Minutemen 92-82 over the Kentucky Wildcats. 

The UMass Lowell women’s basketball team had two players named to the New England Collegiate Conference’s weekly honor roll for their outstanding perfor¬ 
mances in a 83-79 loss to Saint Inseam College and a 73-68 victory over Bryant College this past week. Debbie Henderson, a junior center, averaged 12 points and nine 
rebounds while freshman guard Marsha Blaylock averaged 6 points and five rebounds in the two games.

The Los Angeles Dodgers ended their search for a third baseman, acquiring Mike Blowers from the Seattle Mariners for two minor-league infielders. 

Peter Angelos, owner of the Baltimore Orioles, finally hired a new general manager. Pat Gillick, 58, signed a three-year contract. Gillick had previously been the 
Toronto Blue Jays’ general manager during their initial season in 1977 and through 1994, producing World Series Champions in 1992 and 1993. 

Darryl Strawberry’s brief career ended with the New York Yankees when the team declined to exercise a $ 1.8-million option for next season and instead chose to 
pay a $175,000 buyout. 

The average baseball salary went down by nearly $58,000 this year, the first substantial decline in 30 years. The average salary was $1,110,766, according to the 
figures released by the Major League Baseball Players Association. That is a 5-percent drop from last year. 

Derrick Coleman, whose attitude sometimes overshadowed his talent in five seasons with the New Jersey Nets, was traded to the Philadelphia 76ers for under¬ 
achieving center Shawn Bradley. 

Channel 5 will pull the plug on its Saturday candlepin-bowling program, the longest-running locally produced weekly sports show in the country. The show, which 
j|has run for more than 37 years, will air its last show on Jan. 27. The station gave the growing demands on its news and other needs as a reason. 

Tom Kite, introduced last week as the captain of the 1997 US Ryder Cup team, said he hopes to be the first player-captain since Arnold Palmer in 1963. Kite is 
j|the only man for either side to play in at least four singles matches without a defeat. 

Jerry Bailey, who has enjoyed a great run this year aboard Cigar, set a national record for annual earnings for a jockey. The New York Times listed Bailey’s win¬ 
dings at $16,153,065. He had a payday of $385,000 last Sunday, capturing the Matriarch Stakes aboard Duda at Hollywood Park. 

Andre Agassi, bothered by a chest injury since the US Davis Cup semi-final victory over Sweden in September, withdrew from this week’s final against Russia. 
Agassi will be replaced by doubles specialist Richcey Reneberg. US Captain Tom GuIIickson is expected to use Pete Sampras and Jim Courier in singles and Reneberg 
and Todd Martin in doubles. 

Jerry Colangelo, already running baseball and NBA teams in Phoenix, says he is 90-percent certain the city will have an NHL team next season, and a decision 
could come as soon as next week. 

Boston Bruin Goalie Blain Laucher, who played big in net last season, was recently demoted to Providence (a sister minor-league team) for reconditioning. 

Japanese speed skater Nami Nemoto was stabbed in the shoulder while jogging before a race in Berlin, Germany last week. Police described the stabbing as a skin- 
Shead attack.
